The Board of Directors of the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
Railway Company submit to the Stockholders the following report for the 
year ending December 31, 1887.

With 266.24 miles second track and 582.68 miles side-tracks, making, in 
all, 2,190.30 miles of track, of which 1,734 miles—79 per cent.—are laid with 
steel, an increase of 55 miles in 1887.

CONSTRUCTION AND EQUIPMENT. 

These accounts still stand at $84,000,000, as shown in the balance sheet. 
Nothing has been charged to these accounts since 1883. All betterments in 
1884, 1885, 1886 and 1887 were charged to operating expenses or income 
account. 

CAPITAL STOCK. 

The Capital Stock of the Company is $50,000,000, to-wit.

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FUNDED DEBT. 

The funded debt was decreased in 1887, $250,000—the regular contribu¬ 
tion to the sinking fund of the first consolidated mortgage—one per cent, of 
$25,000,000. 

The total funded debt is now $45,442,000, the details of which may be 
found on a subsequent page. 

The funded debt of the Kalamazoo & White Pigeon R. R., a proprietary 
road, was also reduced $200,000 by the payment at maturity, July 1, 1887, of 
that amount of eight per cent, bonds.

The financial results, also the freight and passenger statistics, condensed 
for eighteen years, are grouped together on the next page. 
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An analysis of the increase in earnings shows an improvement in all 
sources from whence they are derived, to-wit: 


Increase in earnings from freight . $2,218,298 21.48 per cent. 

Increase in earnings from passengers . 630,103 15.67 per cent. 

Increase in all otherjearaiugs .1. 3,106 .20 per cent. 

Total increase .. $2,851,507 17.98 per cent. 


The increase in freight earnings was the result of a considerable increase— 
12 per cent. — in tonnage and a slight increase — thirty-one one-hundredths of 
one mill — in the average rate per ton per mile, cent 0.870 in 1887 as against 
cent 0.639 in 1886. 

Passenger earnings were increased for the same reasons. 

OPERATING EXPENSES, 

Operating expenses include the cost of twenty-four new locomotives 
replacing twenty-five worn out, twelve new passenger cars, less three worn out, 
and eight hundred and seventy-six new freight cars, less four hundred and 
eighty-one worn out. 

Also new structures costing about $150,000, and about one-half the cost 
of reducing the grades on the Air Line Division to a maximum of sixteen feet 
to the mile. 

The per cent, of operating expenses, including all taxes and improvements 
was 58.95 in 1887 as against 61.36 in 1886. 

CONCLUSION, 

Under the then contemplated re-organization of the New York, Chicago 
& St. Louis Railway Co., this company took its proportion of the new first 
preferred stock, amounting to 82,503,000, referred to in the last annual 
report. The entire issue is $5,000,000. 
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The company is promoting the construction of lines from Doughton, O., 
(on the Mahoning Coal Railroad) into the Shenango Valley iron district. Dur¬ 
ing the year there was advanced on this account $202,884.14. This road was 
opened to Sharon, Pa. — seven miles — December 10th, 1887.
